The successful treatment of consump­ 
tion—-sud by this is meant making the 
sufferer!* Mer able to bear his burden. Lf 
not actually lifting it from his shun! 
der*—is largely a question vt nursing. 
If the disease lins already gained a foot­ 
hold medicine in most instances i* of no 
avail except in postponing the evil day, 
and even if it were otherwise a few 
general rules would be Just as essential 
to insure the comfort of the patient 
while recovery is going on. 
In the first place, then, we mast un­ 
derstand exactly the condition of the 
consumptive, not so much by ascertain 
lug the location and extent (rf his disease 
as by familiarizing ourselves wltlChis 
temperament, his likes and dislikes, aud, 
above all, with his power of endurance 
and resistance. 
If we will bear these things in mind 
we may bt'able to do all that is possible 
for the sick (Hie—namely, to enable him 
to withstand the onslaught of the dis 
east' until nature shall gain the oontnd 
ling hand. So successful is this method 
of treatment that it often results in a 
complete or at least a temporary cure. 
Consumption is one of the most de­ 
vitalizing of diseases. 
Not only does It 
attack tho lungs, but the action of the 
nervous system is sooner or later seri­ 
ously interfered with, the digestion im 
paired, and the simplest form of excite 
ment renders even the circulation of the 
blood dangerous from being overactive. 
We shall come nearest to striking at 
the root (rf all these troubles if we direct 
our energies toward limiting the fre­ 
quency and severity of the oough, and in 
this we have not only to follow the ad 
vice of the physician, taking care that 
his directions are exactly carried out, 
bat we must give careful attention to 
nursing. 
To prevent tho first paroxysm of cough 
ing, which is usually incited in the 
morning by the exertion of rising, a 
warm cap of tea or an eggnog should 1st 
taken before the patient leaves the bed. 
A glass of something warm, like hot 
milk or gruel, should also be taken Is* 
fore retiring, and plenty of time should 
be allowed in preparing for tile tied. 
The patient should sleep in blankets, 
and a glass of warm drink should lie 
placed within reach incase he should 
wake through the night. 
If the presence of food in tho stomach 
causes the reappearance of the cough 
after meals, Homo suitable preparation 
of pepsin should be used to hasten the 
digestion, and an hour or two’s rest 
should lie taken immediately after the 
m eal—Youth’s Companion.

The opinion is expressed by a writer 
in The Mechanical News that the forge 
aud furnace of the future will consist of 
a lead lilied glass or porcelain vase, or 
cupola, fllli’d with oold acidite*! water, 
to which is connected a strong positive 
conductor, the forge mid outfit being 
rendered complete by a pair of tongs 
with iusalated handles attached to 
flexible negative conductor. 
According 
to tins'plan, the smith seizes the piece 
of iron which is tots) manipulated with 
the insulated tongs and plunges it into 
the sour water, which begins to boil 
and bobble the instant it comes in con­ 
tact with the iron, the latter, in a re 
markably short space of time, turning 
to a rid mid then to a white heat, ready 
for the work of the smith. 
So rapidly 
indeed is the heating done by this means 
that the water aud the portion of the 
iron not immersed in the water are bat 
slightly warmed. The principle involv­ 
ed in this process is of a simple mid well 
known 
character—resistance 
produc­ 
ing the light and heat—it being found 
that enormous boat can be produced by 
such a method, muck greater, in fact, 
than is necessary to extract iron frow 
the most refractory ores. It is remarked 
that the value of such a process will be 
especially exhibited in the more com­ 
plete and rapid handling of heavy iron 
aud steel plates and bars requiring to 
be hammered aud welded—more valua­ 
ble still for tempering purposes, as the 
necessary heat for the immersed portion 
can be so quickly obtained, while the 
remaining portion holds comparatively i 
•o u i.

Close to this interesting pool is the 
avenue of images, representing the 
Amula Buddha. The idols vary in size, 
but are similar in design. There are sev 
oral hundred of them altogether, mid 
they sit facing one another in two long 
rows. 
We asked the little .Tap who 
brought us to the place how many of 
them there were. 
In an awed whisper 
be replied, “ Nobody knows. ” Then he 
told us how impossible it was to count 
them. Each image was made unsightly 
by having numbers of little bits of palier 
stuck on to it mid ohewed bits of paper 
which had been spat at it. The object of 
this disfiguration we failed to discover, 
though our friend Hojo informed us they 
were put on by the young priests, a part 
of whose novitiate it was to attempt to 
oount the Buddhas. 
There is evidently something wrong 
with these idols, for no one lias ever 
been able to reckon thew up the same 
twice over, iu spite of sticking a piece 
of paper to tick each one off. Of coarse 
two uusuperstitious Englishmen were 
not to be humbugged by native stories, 
so M. (my traveling companion) aud I, 
thinking the whole thing ridiculous, de­ 
cided to count the mysterious images. 
We startl'd on co-operative lines, each 
taking a side of the avenue. Our efforts, 
however, were fruitless, for we hud not 
numbered off more than a dozen each, 
before M. (whose eyes were not so good 
as they had once been) shouted across to 
mo: “ I say, I saw one of them on your 
side moving.

'File weather of yesterday was per 
feet, and the 6,000 people who went 
to Columbian park enjoyed Latter Day 
and I ta pleasures as they have never 
enjoyed a similar occasion. 
The sun looked Its prettiest as It 
peeped from a cloudless sky In the 
morning, and soon had the city awake 
and 
stirring. 
As 
the streets 
began to till with people, and the 
morning trains poured their fltsidsof 
hum anity to Join the crowds already 
here, the people 
began 
to 
realize 
th a t Liverpool was bi have an unusu 
ally pleasant day lf It desired to cele 
brate the occasion. 
Few workmen 
reported a t the potteries, and the 
maiorlty of factories made no pretense 
at operation. 
A small num ber whose 
work could not be suspended found 
themselves compelled to pass through 
the daily routine, h ut the vast maj 
ority, arrayed in their hest clothes 
and looking bright and happy, were in 
the streets or gathering a t the various 
meeting places of their unions. 
In 
the business portion of the city all 
was bustle and stir, while here and 
there the clattering of horses hoofs 
told of some aid hastening to get Ills 
portion of the parade In line. 
Wells­ 
ville sent a large delegation, while 
Steubenville and other towns along 
tile river were well represented. 
T h e 
Heaver valley was also here, and the 
surrounding country sent in an unusu­ 
ally large number of farmers. 
T he 
crowds began to gather early, and the 
stirring notes of the hands sounded 
loud in the air as 
they marched 
through the streets. 
Flags aud h u n t­ 
ing flew from many buildings In the 
city, and not a few private residences 
showed th e national colors. T here 
was some delay in forming the proces­ 
sion, but, th a t was accounted for bv 
the early hour a t which It was decided 
to march. 
Some unions could not 
gat her enough men to make a good 
showing a t the appointed tim e and 
the delay was the result, bu t It was 
not for long. 
T he crowd appreciated 
the fact th a t the sta rt was to be made 
at Market and Fourth streets, and 
there It gathered to see Chief Marshal 
Blake aud his aides get the line in 
order. 
When the organizations th a t 
were to take part began to arrive it 
did uot take a long tim e to form the 
procession, aud a few m inutes after 
nine all was ready for the start. With 
hands playing, horses prancing, arid 
colors flying, the column presented 
splendid appearance as it swung into 
Fourth street, aud marched proudly 
toward Broadway In this order:

Crowds Hued the pavements as the 
column moved along, and there were 
cheers at several pointe where the 
friends of some union had massed to 
make it welcome. 
T h e glass workers 
looked especially well,each man carry­ 
ing a glass canc, and strong members 
of the union bear!ng various artistic 
designs in glass. 
T h e pressers turned 
out an unusually large number, and 
the saggarmakers attracted attentio n 
because they were headed by a wagon 
on which two workmen were busily 
engaged plying their trade. 
As usual 
the fire departm ent created favorable 
comment, every piece of metal having 
been rubbed until it resembled burn­ 
ished gold. 
T he horses pranced as 
proudly as though they realized the 
attention showered upon them , and 
the city officials looked their best as 
they rode along. 
T aken all In all It 
was one of the best, parades ever seen 
in the city, and was thoroughly ap­ 
preciated by the large num ber of peo­ 
ple who witnessed It. 
Im mediately after th e route had 
been passed over the street cars began 
to till, and from th a t bour until late 
In the afternoon the crowds were 
transported to Columbian park. T hous­ 


ands of people took the cars, and hun 
d reds were carried In hacks and car­ 
riages.
